Common Names of Insects 


Approved by the Entomological Society of America 


This list, sponsored by the Entomological Society 
of America, contains all common names approved 
by the Society for insects and other invertebrate 
animals commonly included in the field of ento- 
mology. It supersedes the last of four earlier lists’ 
8 red by the American Association of Economic 

In a general way the growth of entomology during 
the iast half-century has been reflected by the in- 
creased length of each successive list, with the result 
that the number of names included has increased 
from 142 in 1908 to 1,370 in the present list. 

In response to a long-felt need the Committee has 
included a section giving group names which is 
intended to serve two purposes—first, to show com- 
mon names for families, orders, classes, and phyla, 
and second to provide a means for finding the order 
and family for each species included in the list. The 
Committee was authorized by the Association of 
Economic Entomologists in 1945 “to prepare a list 
of common names for groups of insects, especially 
families, and submit such names for approval.’” 
Therefore, the group common names are in effect 
being submitted for approval. The Committee has 
tried to find and show names that are acceptable and 
in current use. Any member who objects to a name 
or who can suggest additions is earnestly requested 
to inform the Committee. 

Although this list supersedes all the previous lists, 
it should be noted that sections I and II are essen- 
tially reprints of the one issued in 1950. Names 
have been added and changes made either where 
they were required by Committee action or because 
of improved knowledge of taxonomy. 

Over the years the Committee on Common Names 
has attempted to establish and maintain certain 
standards by which names proposed for addition to 
the official list are to be accepted or rejected. Pub- 
lished recommendations® have been accepted as gen- 
eral guides by the present Committee. In 1958 A. B. 
Gurney reviewed the rules and recommendations 
concerning common names, and his summary, slight- 
ly modified, is pesseates here for the guidance of 
those who may have questions about the contents of 
the present list or who may wish to propose addi- 
tions: 

1. Included species will in most cases inhabit 
the United States, Canada or their possessions 
and territories. In special cases other species may 
be added. 

2. The list is intended for those insects and 
other invertebrates which commonly are of con- 
cern to entomologists because of ir economic 
importance, striking appearance, abundant occur- 
rence, or for any other sufficient reason.

8. Where possible, more than three words 
should be avoided in a common name, but four are 
permissible if reasons are sufficient. 

4. In the case of names having two parts, one 
of them a group name, it is desirable that a 
separate word be used for the group name if it 
is used in a sense that is systematically correct. 
— “house fly,” as contrasted with “dob- 
sonfly.” 

5. The use of parts of the scientific name in 
the common name is undesirable unless the words 
involved are thoroughly established by usage as 
a common name. 

6. Only in special cases should a species have 
more than one common name. 

7. In the case of insects of concern to the en- 
tomologist in both the larval and adult stages 
the name preferably should apply to the most 
important or best known stage or to the one for 
which usage has established the better name. 

8. In all cases involving the adoption of new 
common names or changes in those previously es- 
tablished, the fullest consideration should be given 
to past usage and probable future usage. Mem- 
bers who wish to recommend new names or 
changes in existing ones should accept the re- 
sponsibility of making the necessary investiga- 
tion. In so far as possible, the considered opinions 
of entomologists experienced with the insects 
concerned should be obtained before names are 
proposed, and all of the available evidence, both 
for and against, should accompany the proposal 
when it is submitted to the Committee. 


All scientific names in this list have been checked 
by taxonomists in the Entomology Research Branch, 
except those in a few restricted groups on which 
outside specialists have been consulted. The scien- 
tific names shown are those said to be in current use. 

In the first two sections each name is accompanied 
by a symbol composed of a Roman numeral and a 
number or a letter and a number, which refer to 
order and family ups listed in section III. 

In section III, phyla, classes, orders, and families 
are listed. The phyla and classes are arranged 
systematically. Orders and families are arranged 
alphabetically under the appropriate classes. Non- 
insect orders are assigned a Roman numeral, and 
insect orders a letter of the alphabet. Families 
are numbered consecutively according to their alpha- 
betical arrangement. Thus the systematic position of 
any species can be determined by noting the accom- 
panying symbol and referring to section III.
